Life, like other Parts of the Creation, is 
made for ſome Purpoſe, directed to ſome 
End: This End has been aſſign'd to be the 
following of Reaſon, Virtue, Nature, or 
Gop: However, it cannot have been the 
Aim of Life, that it ſhould be deftroy'd'; 
The tue End of any Being muſt be to a& 
according to the utmoſt of its Faculties; 
this is, properly, the following of Nature: 
The Faculties of Man ate Knowledge and 
Free-will ; the former is attained by the 
Exerciſe of Reaſon; the latter, complying 
with Vigor and Pleaſure with what is re- 


fonable, is Virtue; It is therefore the End 
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or Deſign of human Life, 10 Kuen and To 
parſne what is Rational. 

But Self- Murder is an Oppoſition to . 
End; becauſe it deſtroys Life itſelf, the on- 
ly Means of obtaining it: It rakes away 
all Reaſon and Virtue, and all the noble 
Trial and Satisfaction of them; ſo that on 


Principles of Nature itſelf, itmuſt be deemi'd 


utterly unlawful, becauſe it is the Deſttu- 
ction of Nature, and defeats her pale 
acting by Reaſon and Virtue, mee... 

Now if there be a certain End of Life, 
there muſt be certain Means of attaining 
that End, certain Rules, or Laws, which a 


Man is bound to obſerve in purſuit of it; 


not depending on his Choice or Conſent, 


but annex'd to his Nature; the Deſtruction of 


which is therefore out of his law ful Power. 
All Laws ſuppoſe Reward and Puniſhment, 
otherwiſe they would be to no purpoſe; and 
therefore there muſt be ſome State, in 
which a Man muſt be accountable for the 
Uſe of Lite, and punithable for its Mifuſe, 
much more for its Deſtruction.

There is always a Meanneſs of Spirit i 
an Unreaſohable Scorn of Life, and a Pre- 
ference of Self- Murder to Pain: It is much 
greater to ſhew that we are ſenſible of Pain, 
and yet willing and reſolute to bear it, ra- 

ther than tranſgreſs our Duty. To die on 
that Motive is glorious: But a Scorn of 
living, ſeparate from a Senſe of Duty, is 
Frenzy ; z and the Virtue of dying, Roe? the 
AQ, is all its Merit. 
It is a beaten Notion f the een, 
and Stoicks, that Life is only a dull narrow 
Circle of the fame Actions, and therefore-s 
inconſiderable: Lucretins deſcribes this Con- 
ceit, and Senecu applauds it. Bur they 
ſeem to forget that the Life of Man is a 
Progreſs in Underſtanding and Goodneſs; 


Vhhich is not 4 taſteleſs Round ol the Ame 
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Actions, but ever opens a new Scene to the 
Mind, ad to the Conduct. The Life, of 
Senſe is indeed a dull Cirele; but that of 
Reaſon and Virtue im proves upon our hands, 
and makes us every Day wiſer. and happier, 
To diſcover. a Truth which we knew not 
before ; to do a laudable Action, for. which 

applaud ourſelves within, and are ap-
